From the length of time taken by the merch 
and Ohanber of Commerce here in preps 
the memorial requested by the British Minister, 
wo were led to expect a far more extended do- 
eument than that before us, Sir Rutherford 
Alcock asked for opinions and information 
concerning « very important scheme, shortly, in 
the interests of Foreign counts 
solely, to be proposed to the Chinese Government. 
In this action the Minister becomes, as it were, 
the counsel of the merchants, and it is clearly

tain from oflicial sources that specific inform 
which lone can give weight and force to his 
arguments and requests, and if the facts required 
are not furnished by the various communities he 
stands a fair chance of losing his cause when 
pleading with such eminent tricksters as the 
members of the Tsengli Yamén. Now the amount 
of exact information in the memorial is very 
small. Take for example the remarks on the 
first port?mentioned, Wenchow. What can be 
more meagre? And yet, a little trouble would 
have collected full details of the trade, secing 
that Foreiguers have often traded there, and nny 
of our Chinese connected’ with Ningpo could 
furnish authentic statistics of the present junk 
trade, and of the imports and exports, and could 
give a pretty fair account of the possibility and 
probability of greater commercial extension, 
‘The same want of information is felt in reading 
the remarks on the other ports proposed to be 
opened. It is possible that the Chamber, hop- 
ing for the “ commission to examine,” and fear- 
ful of the time that would be consumed, did not 
feel itself called on to collect statistical informa- 
tion at the present time. Nothing couldbe more 
desirable than such a commission, but we cannot 
too strongly urge on the Chamber the necessity 
of collecting all information it can get, at once, 
and not leave to chance or the eccentricities of 
Governments such an obvious part of its duty. 
Indeed it appears to us, that Chambers of Com- 
merce would do well to be always collecting and 
arranging information and statistics ; that their 
individual members should, from time to tinte, 
and as often as they have anything to coi 
municate, furnish all possible information on, al! 
points connected with their commercial interests, 
whether derived from their correspondents or 
the results of personal investigation, and their 
secretaries and other officers should themselves 
cull from books, newspapers or any other avail- 
ablesourceall similar information; these materials 
carefully arranged would then any time be 
ready at hand for reference and use. Statistics, 
such as for instance are now required, cannot 
be obtained on « short notice:—and te send out a 
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commission ix always mw mutter req 
to may nothing of tha expenve, 

The remarks on steam navigation are forci- 
ble enough, and will doullews commend thetm- 
selve to the consideration of the Minister, but 
that a still better ease might have been 
out on farther consideration.

‘The right 
thus established was withdrawn by a ministerial 
order, why or wherefore has never clearly been 
made out! Sir Rutherford’s proposition to open 
the naviyation to all vessels not propelled by 
steam, will put the whole coasting trade of 
China into the hands of the North Germans— 
who ought tobeable to take care of therselves— 
nd shut out the energy and capital of respect- 
able British merchants who possess and could 
run steamers. Surely as the Chamber remarks 
“the owner of a costly steam-bout would be 
far less 1il to expose himself to the risk of 
delay and penalties which would follow the 
neglect of established rules than the petty ad- 
‘venturer whose capital was invested in a com- 
mon sailing boat.” As for the inland waters, 
if steam is shut out and sailing vessels may go 
in, we are doing exactly what is so much feared 
at Peking, giving the trade up to lorchas and 
rowdies. 

Again our rights under the favoured nation 
clause are not strong’ enough insisted on in 
the memorial. Wh» ould the Russians have 
the right of livir 1 the interior with the 
knowledge and y* tion of their Government, 
and we be shu .,—we who are literally hold- 
ing together che littie order that exists in 
China? Wiy should Sungyang be given to 
the Russians and not to us? It will be denied, 
likely enough, officially, that this is the ease, but 
the fact is perfectly well known to us all. Or 
why again is the Russian frontier of China 
clear of all custom houses except just what tho 
Russians tolerate? Why are our goods subject 
to a Foreign inspectorate along the coast, and 
the Russian goods exempt along the frontier? 
Such questions as these might have been 
forcibly put, as the rime much shortly come for 
their solution. 

‘As the opening up of the whole country is 
at present out of the question, the Chamber 
-would do well to accept the proposition to open 
new trading ports as an instalment of what it 
is hoped will inevitably follow. It is a question 
whether we, any more than the Chinese, are as 
yet quite prepared for such a boon. As the 
scheme at present stands, the richest centres of 
trade will be thrown open, and if Consular dis- 
tricts are well defined and enlarged three or four 
new Consular ports are all that will be needed.

It is known to everyone 
that a deduction will be made. The writer of 
this article unwittingly tried the experiment 
some years ago with the results just indicated. 
One fact of this kind is sufficient to demonstrate 
the inetliciency of the system, and the necessity 
for some radical alteration. It is perhays not 
to be wondered at that no attention was paid to 
this matter in the days when fortunes were 
made in a couple of years. But of Inte we have 
eximnined and improved the aystem of business 
in almost every particular. Yet it seems a 
penny-wise and pound-foolish attempt at re- 
trenchment to cut down messes and to lower 
the wages of servants when we still allow 
shroffs and native bankers to decide whether 
onr dollar is to he received as a dollar or as a 
percentage of one. Foreigners are surely not 
| Yet so impotent that they must bow to ex- 
| tortions so obvious and extravagant. Why 
; should we submit to a system under which, 
without any variation in the exchange market, 
we imight, were we so minded, utterly dissipate 
‘our capital merely by drawing it and depositing 
it often enough? Other places get on well 
enough without the assistance of a Kung Ku, 
we fail to see why Shanghai should be de- 
pendent upon it. But if we must have such 
zn establishnient, let it be conducted in some

Ut appears that this vessel was mortgaged on 1S64— 
that in 186 she was hottomricd by her owner in Rio 
de Janeiro for repairs and necessaries to enable her to 
complete the voyage on which she was then engazed. 
Since her arrival in China, and whilst she was under 
charter for a series of coast voyages, her captain and 
crew salved a junk, for which service a sum of 5,000 
dollars was paid to and received by the consignees 
and agents of the veysel. By arr Ql 
of this sum was divided between the captain and crew, 
the remaining third being apportioned to the owners 
of the vessel. ‘There is uo reason for questioning the 
apportionment as made. Instead however of these 
Suins being paid over to the parties entitled to receive 
them, the whole monies received in respect of the 
salvage service was applied to the discharge of the 
Bottomry Bond. _ [t is stated in evidence that the crew 
agreed to this application, but it is doubtful whether 
they so agreed previous or subsequent to the actual 
application of the monies. ‘This, however, is certain 
that the captain’ having the control of the whole 
money, authorized the agents to pay off the Bottomry 
Bond, and it does not appear that the erew o 
they were told that their shares would be paid to them 
when the ship was paid of and, they received their 
wages. 

‘There can be now no qnestion as to the right of « 
master or of the crew of a ship to their wages in prio- 
rity of the mortgage. What I have to consider first is 
the right of a master to priority of payinent of his 
disbursements, secondly, whether a payment made by 
him in satisfaction of a Bottomry Bond is a dishurse- 
ment ; aud thirdly, whether under the circumstances 
the monies which he so applied, aud which belonged to 
him and the crew, can be properly considered as hav- 
ing heen disbursed on account of the ship so as to 
give the master a prior claim’on the proceeds now in 
Court over that advanced by the mortgagee. ‘The judy- 
ment of Dr. Lushington in the case of the Mary Anne, 
35 Law Journal Reports, Admiralty p. 6, establishes 
to my mind satistactorily that the priority of the 
captain to payment of his wages extends also to that 
of disbursements made by itn on account of the ship, 
Is this payment to discharge a Bottomry Bond then a 
disbursement in the sense in which Dr. Lushington 
uses the term ? ‘There is nu doubt that had it not been 
discharged the vessel would have been attached ‘and 
sold and so have been lost to the mortgagees. It 
would have been unable to earn any more freight for 
its owners, and thus have diminished the chances of 
the mortyagees being repaid their loan. As aimat- 
ter of izet the ship has earned freight, although the 
greater portion of it has been expended on necessary

The liberal contributions of the communtity having 
Leen based upon those initiatory collectiuns,—these gen- 
tlemen may enjoy the satisfaction of having largel7, 
aided in a good’ and successful work. To the late 
Chaplain acknowledgments have already been. made, 
A closed statement of the Building Account is handed 
herewith. 
Finances,—Complete accounts for 1867 are fur- 
nished, together with account of expenditure and partial 
receipts for 1868, showing a balance due Treasurer on 
December 31, of Tis. 1,714.93, which will not be fully 
met by the subscriptions for the past year, now due. 
‘The Trustees would further state that, although they 
have exercised rigid economy—and have received grants 
from two home societies, aud something from the sea- 
men themselves, the income of the Church is inadequate 
to its support, and they must make a new effort to in- 
crease it, aud place it on a Letter footing. ‘To this end,

G —On taking charge, in May last, of the 
f amens’ chaplaincy at this Port, { found 
everything connected with the Church and ita arrange- 
ments in excellent order ; which I consider a happy 
fact, worthy of leing distinctly recorded, 

‘The routine occupations of a Seamens’ Chaplain do 
not adinit much diversity of description. Holling ree 
gular Service, morning and afternoon, on Sunday,. 

ing Ships, supplying Seamen with Bibles, aa neod- 
ed ; attending the Sick, in Hospital or ship board, both 
on Sundays and week-days ; visiting the Sailors’ Home 
from time to time ; trying’ experiments in to 
Lectures, Library, ‘a Reading-room, &c.; burying the 
dead and communicating with their friends at hom 
—these are the duties of the position, and in the dis- 
charge of thei the timejof the Chaplain ia largely oc- 
cupied 

Tire want of an office, conveniently situated, has been 
much felt hitherto ; but this difficulty has 
ly overcome by an arrangement which gives the n 
accomodation both for Office and Bible Depository at 
the Rooms of the Shanghai Temperance Socioty, on 
the Hong Que Bund (No. 20 Wang-poo Road). 

In the absence of any Institution, accessible to Sea- 
men, for instruction and entertainment, 1 would suggest 
the building of a Room, near to the Church, and suit- 
ablo to be used as$a Library, Museum an ture 
Room. The architecture should be in keeping with 
the simple and admirable style of the Church ; and the 
building itself might connect with the future Parsonage 
which, it is to be hoped, will—not very long henco— 
be provided ; to the great diminution of current ox- 
penses, and to the satisfactory settlement of all future 

haplains, ‘The Christian duty of exercising a hearty 
hospitality cannot be well discharged unless the Min- 
ister of a congregation has ‘a local habitation” as 
well as ‘a name.” 

This matter is of increasing importance in view of 
the fact that seafaring men are ceasing to bo so dis- 
tinctly sct off, as a class by themselves, as was formor- 
ly the case, Every year finds the seaman more aud 
more assimilated to other mon, and more accessible to 
common forms of influence. Hence the desirableness 
of being able to entertain, as we would at home, thoso 
who have been sponding weary months in the monotony 
of a long voyage,

been procured ; also a Baptismal Font and Alms-bason;

Tue Foreign Trade (‘ommittee at Poochow have 
issued the following proclamation with reference 
to the ‘Ter Frauds protested against by the 
merchants at that port. 


Tne wien OrFicers or Tuk Trave ComMitrEe oF 
FURKEEN MAKE A PROWBITORY PRocLaMATios 














On the 19th day of the 11 Moon in the 7th year of 
Trangehi 1st January 1369, a joint deapatch was re- 
ceived from the British and American Consuls forward- 





ing a public Protest, drawn up by the foreign Mer- 
chants, about frauds in the Tea trade. 

‘The foreign Merchants state that in commercial in- 
tercourse between them and the Chinese ‘leaealers 
good faith is indispensable, For many years the un- 
varying practice was, for the broker to bring a sample 
of the ‘rea, for sale, to the Tea inspector for examina- 
tion : if it suited, a purchase was made, the price set- 
ted, a bill written and the article sent. ‘Then whether 
the amount was several hundreds or several tens of 
chests, only one was opened for examination and if it 
corresponded with the sample, the purchase and de- 
livery were concluded. 

But in the winter of the 5th year of Ttungehi (1866) 
for the first time, a Yea-man, Ch'en Tien piao, in 
selling Tea to Birley & Uo. mixed with it broken leaf, 
different from the sample. In the present year also 
(1868) there have been inatances of “Teachests having 
improper lead cases, svhich led to considerable con- 
fusion. ‘The spring crop of this year (1883) also, ou 
its arrival at its destination, has in every case pro- 
duced a loss of capital—all owing to the ¥arious evil 
practices of the Teadealer—mixing the broken leaf of 
one kind, with the leaf of another kind, or having the 
Jead too thin and not up to the proper weight of 64 
catties for a chest and 3$ for a half-chest, so that the 
Vox leaks and the Tea is spoiled, or sending a good 
sample and then mixing one half good and ‘one half 
bad when sending to the godown. Lf the ‘Tea mer- 
chants will hereafter rigidly adhero to correct dealing 
and break off these evil practices the foreign merchant 
will, as in duty bound, confide in them, but if the 
former refuse to alter their conduct, the latter can onl: 
petition their Consuls to request the Chinese authori- 
ties to deal with the latter according to strict law— 
and they make this joint representation requesting 
their Consuls to write to the authorities desiring them, 
in accordance with the spirit of the Protest, to issue 
Prohibitory proclamations. 

_ Tho Committee hereupon observed : since the open- 
ing of the port to foreign trade, foreign merchants 
have come from great distances to China for purpose of 
trade. As a natural consequence, commercial inter- 
course ought to be based on principles of mutual hon- 
our and ‘he establishment of good faith and equity ; 
then, native and foreign merchants can live on terns 
of mutual comfort for ever. But according to the 
Protest _now under acknowledgment, the native tea- 
dealers have lately, by many evil practices, given the 
foreign merchants cause of complaint, and these are 
sure to be more careful in their selections and to refuse 
to pay the prices (demanded), and to lay out their 
capital, and as by a few unprincipled dealers snatchin; 

at gain there is danger of honest traders being impli- 
cated in the trouble, to the great detriment of the 
comamercial intercourse, between Chinese and foreign- 
ers, we are, asa matter of natural duty bound to 
make a Proclamation on the subject. 

We tierefore do make Proclamation and expect 
every native Teadealer, Broker, &e, to become aware 
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footing of braid and truth, and that they must net, 
even ina slight degree, cheat and deceive, no an to 
keop good faith and eq honour,

‘Trextsts.—From a correspondent of the Daily News 
we take the following interesting particulars regarding 
affairs in the North. 

“Tso-tsung-tang, generally called in conversation 
Tso-kung-paou, the Governor General of Shense and 
Kansuh, and Commander-in-Uhief in those provinces, 
is said to have suffered two reverses against the Ma- 
homedan rebels, at places somewhere between the city 
of Yulin-foo, lying 1,753 i from Peking, and strait duo 
east from there to the Hwang-ho, which there s0- 
parates Shense from Shanse, ‘Tso-taung-tany, after 
the Nienfei had been put down in this province 
last summer left Pekin during middle of last au- 
tumu for his Governor Generalship ; the official place 
of residence of which is in Lanchow-foo, the capital of 
Kansuh, But he, up to this hour, has never got fur- 
ther on his way to his Yamun than to Singan-foo, the 
capital of Shense ; having, since he entered Shenso, 


been constantly engaged against the Mahomedan rebels, 
who have for some months back been disturbing that 
province, 

* A fewdayslater, news was received in Tientsin that 
E-hwan,—the seventh son of the Emperor Taoukwang, 
and consequently uncle of the present Emperor, about 
30 years of age. and hitherto principally engaged in 
military matters at Peking ; and mentioned in the 
Peking Gazette under the name of Chun-keun-wang,— 
had left Peking with a considerable body of Manchoo 
soidiers of the Iimperial brigade of guards, for Kwel- 
hwa-ching, well known by northern native merchants 
asa large and wealthy commercial mart in the nor- 
thern part of the Shanse province ; situated beyond 
the great wall, about 1180 fi (say 400 miles English) 
N.N.\W. from Peking ; and that the Twperial govern- 
ment had sent orders to Tieutsin, to despatch without 
delay, as many of Chunghow’s corps—foregin trained 
Chinese soldiers—as could be possibly sent off, to the 
same place, to act against the Mahomedan rebels ; who, 
rumour stated, were proceeding {rapidly jand without 
‘opposition on Kwei-hwa-ching, "It has been since men- 
tioned that about 1,500 men of Chunghow’s corps_h 
departed, or were under onlers to depart for Kwei- 
hwa-ching. 

“ By reference to the map of China, the reader will 
perceive that the city of Kiwei-hwa-ching lies about 
240 English miles to the West of the pars and route of 

K uamed by Chinese, Chan-kea-kow, by which, 
Chinese history acquaints us, the Mongol hordes, dur- 
ing the time of Kublai-khun, descended from the pla- 
teau of central Asia on the fertile plains of China. Lt 
has occurred to people here, that it may be the inten- 
tion, in which I trust they will be deceived, of the 
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Mahomedan rebels to enter the province of Chili by 
the pass of Kalgan, and rash on Pel Thoy have 
hitherto beon cndeavonring to onter Shans about the 
iniddle, by the great mercantile route, going from the 
seaboard at ‘Tientain to the centre of ( 
to physical difiiculties having helped the i 
diers, the rebels have been uuable to attai 
Should they now be actually powerful enough, by sud- 
denly marching northward, to makethemselves masters 
of Kwei-hwa-ching,—the key, one may say, to the nor- 
thern puss into Shanse,—while the Liperial forces of 
‘Teo-tsung-tang aud Ching-tun-chin (the governor of 
Shanse) are lying quietly ensconced behind their de- 
fences on the east side of the Hwangho, about the cen- 
tre or middle part of Shanse, under the impression 
they are keeping the Mahomedan rebels out of Shause, 
—it will bo a master-stroke of policy on the part of the 
rebels ; for all the precautions of the Imperial generals 
will be neutralised by this diversion of the rebel arms. 
It may be very probable that these rebels are in league 
with the Malomedan inhabitants of Eastern ‘Turkes- 
tan, who threw off the yoke of the Emperor of China 
about three and a half years back ; and if they should 
‘be powerful enough to advance into the east part of 
China, they will find numbers of people of their own 
yells all over the province of Shanse, Shantung and 
Chibli. 

“Notwithstanding the undeniable facts of the Imperial 
government having just dispatched, hurriedly, a part 
of the Imperial brigade of guards aud a body of Chung- 
chow's corps—the elite we may say, of the Chineso 
northern army, to act against the rebels; under the 
command of Prince Chun, an uncle of the Emperor— 
from which facts foreigners might readily infer that tho 
Peking Government were under serious apprehensions 
regarding the progress of the rebels, and fear of their 
advaucement into Chihli by the Kalgan route, or of 
their obtaining the mastery of Shanse, the most 
wealthy, so faras monied men are coucerned, portion 
of China—; still I have reliable grounds for stating that 
the leking Government are not in fear of tire ad a 
ment of the Mahomedan rebels eastward, but have 
merely taken early precautions to keep them back in 
the west, in Shense in fact, till next spring, when the 
government propose to take such measures, as will 
spoodily crush them and restore Shouse to quiet and 
tranquilit 

Foocnow.—The Literati at this port have caused a 
proclamation to be posted up on the walls, urging the 
people to rise and exterminate foreigners. ‘This i 
teresting patformance was to take place last Monday 
Dut the object seems merely to have been to frighten 
the foreign residents, though in this they have iailed, 
as the thing is treated asa good joke. ‘They are still 
smarting fron: the too lenient treatment they received 
at Wolga Island, and, in order to recover the caste 
they lost with,the people, and in the hope that it might 
act as a warniug to foreignors not to thwart them for 
the future, they issued the proclamation.

It appears that the villages at the back of the 
Swatow ercek—wwhero the attack was made upon the 
boats of H. M.’s gunboat Cockchafer—have been en- 
gaged in a sort of civil broil for some timo ; and that 
the appearance of the boats’ crews of the gun boat was 
interpreted to be a hostile demonstration on the side 
of the opposing party. They fancied that the foreig- 
ners had been employed by the opposing villago (80 
says the story) and were met, as paid opponents 
would be, by s brisk fire of gingals, ‘The original 
number of villages said to be engaged in this species 
of civil warfare is put down as three; and these are 
said to have joined each other in treaty against tho 
mutual foreign enemy, immediately after they Ioarnt 
the real meaning of the Cockchufer’s opposition. 
villages are stated to bo about six {i behind Swatow ; 
but another account states that no less than twenty- 
two villages have banded themselves together (having 
made peace with each other) in order to annihilate 
their mutual enemy, the detested foreigner. It is said 
that the Mandarins have seemed to make cndeavoura 
the matter, but whether from their 
fluence with the semi-civilized natives of 
or from a desire to seo another effort 
made towards extermination, their cfforts are 
not expected to result in anything whatever of 
a satisfactory character. Ut is satisfactory to learn, 
in the midst of all this semi-savage bravado, 
that the Consular authorities at Swatow are 
taking high ground and scouting all ideas of compro- 
mise. ‘The “savages” (as inany of our private letters 
designate the uatives) are said to have demanded. so 
much a-head for the dead and wounded in the late 
affray with the Snider, and appear to make quite 
a commercial transaction of the Cockchafer affair. 
But Mr. Alabaster, H. B. M.’s Consul, we believe, 
has demanded not only full reparation for tho 
insult to the British_flay, but a substantial guaran’ 
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tee for the future good behaviour of the lawless 
villagers above Swatow. With the very apparent 
difference between the views of the nati «i lozeign 
parties, as above noted, there appears very 

Ukelihood of the matter being settled in an amicable 
manner. Hence the fresh intelligence of fortitication 
and hostile preparations generally on the banks of 
the river, where uud-forts are being constructed by 
the united wi force. Placards have been posted 
all over the city of Swatow, to the effect that a re- 
wand of $50 be given for every foreign head brought 
in from off every foreicn body, after the approved 
atyle attempted in Canton thirteen years ago. We 
hear that this interesting speculation in human bead- 
pieces does not appear to give much trouble to the 
foreigners resident in Swatow ; but the appearance 
of the men-of-war vessels in Swatow, as they came 
Dowling in one after the other, had a very marked 
effect upon the natives concerned.

‘The assistance of Dr. Wong has been cheerfully ren- 
dered during the year on mumerous oceasions, aud 
many of the eapital operations were performed by him. 

‘he medical class has numbered twelve pupils, some 
of whom are very promising young men. ‘Lyvo of those 
who have been connected with the hopital for five or 
six years are about to engage in private practice. ‘The 
assistance of Dr. Wong in this department has been in- 
valuable, Some progress has been made in preparing a 
work on Materia Medica for Chinese pupils. Apparatus. . 
| for chemical experiments has recently been obtained; 
and practical instruction is now given in this branch. _ 
ervices have been conducted daily in the 
the Rev. C. F. Preston, and in the various 
| dispensaries by the missionaries who superintend them, 

or their assistants. The wissionary character of the 
hospital and dispensaries is carefully maintained. 

From the China Mail we learn that :— 

**A private mecting of several gentlemen interested in 
the resuscitation of the ‘China Asiatic Society” was 
held a day or two since at the residence of the Rev. D. 
B. Morris (the present secretary of that moribund in- 
stitution), for the purpose of discussing what measures 
could be taken to that end. In the course of conversa- 
tion it was discovered that there were still members of 
the old Society in Hongkong, and it was determined 
that they should be communicated with, and their in- 
clinations ascertained. If willing to remain as an ns- 
sociated body, several leading and other residents would 
be willing to join the society ; while on the other hand 
if desirous of closing their connection with it, a uew 
society might be formed under the old title. The meet- 
ing being conversational in its nature no detailed report 
need be given, but we trust that before long some pub- 
lic steps will be taken in the matter. It is a matter 
for congratulation that a strong desire exists to reor- 
ganize so important an association.” 

The same paper tells the following horrible story- 

“A singularand diabolical attemptat murder was made 
on board the Veritas, cvolie ship, yesterday. Several 
coolies on board had become discontented ‘and endea- 
voured to prevent any new coolies coming on board 
from signing engagements. One unfortunate man, how- 
ever, did so with two companions ; the latter were as- 
saulted, but the man in question was thrown down 
across a cask, while two of the ‘ anti-siguers ” endea- 
voured with a blunt chopper to behead him—going even 
| so far as to provide a basin to catch the blood. ‘The 

would-be murderers appeared before the Magistrate 
to-day.” 

The Daily Press thus narrates another example of 
the horrors of the Coolie trade. 

“The arrival yesterday afternoon of a vessel from 
Havana, obliges us to record another tale of the horrors 
of the coolie trade. The /tatia, (now an Italian ship) 
is well known in this port, under the names of the 
Cyclone and Aron, and isa regular coolie vessel. She 
left Havana with one hundred and fifty time expired 
coolies on July 9th, and after a passage of 195 days 
landed seventy six in this port, most of them ina help- 
less, and dying state. The first death occurred when 
the Jtalia was 102 days out, after that by twos and 
threes a day the living freight was gradually decimated. 
‘The unfortunate creatures, who must have suffered as 

























































much as negros in the ‘middle passage,” have been 
victims of scurvy, brought on by, if not bad, at least un- 
suitable food. t rice and salt fish will not do even 





for Chinamen for 195 days has been abundantly proved, 
The seventy six who have arrived, are in a wretched 
state, most of them being carried from the ship to 
| cargo-boats in a perfectly hopeless condition, their 
[ limbs, in many instances, being swelled greatly by 
| the disease. The greatest mortality among the men 
} was off the Cape of Good Hepe, where a great number 
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died. It is only natural to suppose that sume 
will be made into the cause of such a frightful morts 
Jity on board an emigrant ship.” 

‘An examination into the matter has been held be- 
fore the Italian Consul. 

Forstost.-—A correspondent of the Evening Express 
writing from Takow, under date 10th inst., informs us 
that ou the 23rd ultimo, at Pe Tow, a place eight miles 
distant, a Chinaman was decapitated and two women 
‘and two men flogged for being connected in a greater 
or lesser degree with the Jate murders, incendiarism 
and riots against the Protestant aud Catholic Missio 
‘The punishments being adwinistered in presence 
H.M.Conaal and the Comnanders, officers and 
gen of HL. M. Ships Perseus, Rinaldo, and Algerine. 
The weather at Takow has been fine, clear and warm, 
the thermometer ranging from 50 to 80. H. M. Gun 
Boat was on shore for two or three days at Tae-wan- 
Joo, but had got of with little injury. 

Nacasakt.—The following is reprinted from the 
letter of the Recorder's correspondent :—* Fires in this 

jIace are still on the increase ; on the night of the 17th 
inst, theives broke into the store of L. Van de Pol, and 
made away with alarge quantity of goods and tried to 
get the place on fire, a8 a heap of charcoal with a half 
‘burned-candle in the middle “of it was found in the 
place. Iam happy however to say that the Japanese 
authorities have recovered some of the stolen property 
snd algo succeeded in arresting the thieves, who are 
now on their way to Nagasaki. On the saurning of 
the 22nd, at about 1.30, a large fire broke x 
Matchi, near the forei ign settlement, ai 
honses’ were destroyed. Fortunately there was no 
wind at the time as otherwise the damage would have 
deen much greater. It is supposed to be the work of 
an incendiary, as four men armed with swords were 
seen making off in a boat as soou as it was dise: 
Many of the Europeans rendered valuable service {n 
helping to put out the fire, which has since been ac- 
knowledged by the Japanese authorities, who at once 
sont an officer and interpreter to the houses of the 
various foreigners who assisted at the fire to thauk 
them, and to many in addition presents of small sums 
of money, varying from 30 1050 boos each, which some 
accepted, but others sent back with letters of thanks. 
As yet the theives that set fire to the place have not 
hove arrested, but it is hoped that they will before

“We have at present a large number of theives at this 
port, both Japanese and Chinese, and almost every day 
we hear of some house having been broken into. As 
for Chinese I must say that unless our Ministers and 
Consuls do something to put a stop to the Chinese 
coming here. foreign interests, both in China and Ja- 
pan, will suffer very much. Chinamen are now com- 
ing here by hundreds, and {have noticed myself that 
many of them have come lately from Shanghai. ‘They 
always bring with them some foreign goods, which I 
am sure must have been stolen, as very often you sce 
them offering pieces of plate, &c. for sale, and unless 
the Custom House authorities at Shanghai examine 
every box or bunile that Chinamen bring with them or 
ship to Nagasaki, this will be a good place for them to 
come to sell the stolen goods. 1am told that some of 
them makea good trade between this place and Shang- 
hai with stolen property. They are also establishing 
ambling houses here, and our Consuls as yet have 

done nothing to put a stop to them. I wonder what 
will become of Nayasaki Ly and bye 2” 

‘The Nagasaki Times gives the following account of 
the opening of the new ** Patent Slip” at that port. 

“Tuesday last, the 19th instant,twill be a memorable 
day in the history of Nagasaki. In the first issue of 
this journal we noted the arrival of the British barque 
Helen Black, on the 24th June 1868, with the plant and 
machinery on board for a Patent Slip about to be con- 
structed in Nagasaki, and it is now our pleasing duty 
to record the successful completion of the work. {t was 
intimated by Messrs. Glover & Co., the Managers, that 
‘Tuesday Inst was to he the day on which the Slip would 
be formally opened, and at 11.30 a.m. nearly the whole 
of the residents of Nagasaki, including the majority of 
the fair sox, attended to witness the opening. Untor- 
tunately the day was not all that could be desired, as 
Sol was cross, and hid his countenance behind a dense 
mass of clouds, and a strong wind from the North-Wesy 
made an overcoat a desirable article of clothing. 

“The steamer Naruto, Capt. Stevens, was the vessel 
selected to be the first tu try the capabilities of the Slip. 
She was gaily decorated with flags and evergreens, au 







































festoons of flags of all nations, and of the local hongs, 
were hung over the wurka, making altoyether a very 
pretty appearance. At 11.45 a.m, two guns were 
fired from the Naruto as a signal to commence pro- 
ceetlings, and itnmediately the machinery was retin 
inotion, anil the veasel was acen slowly bnt aurely mo- 
ving to her destined position, which she reached in 50 
ininutes from the tine of starting, Another salute, 
followed by three hearty cheers from the asnembled 
spectators, announced the successful result, At about 
T p.m. the guests adjourned to an adjoining building, 
to partake of a sumptuous breakfast provided by the 












f managers. 


“ We wish the proprietors all the success they deserve 
for their spirited undertaking, which cannot fail to 
prove a great advantage to Nagasaki generally. (Great 
credit is due to Mr. Iilakie for the manner in which he 
has carried out the work, without a hitch, entirely 
with native labour. The site for the Slip ‘has been 
well chosen, and looks expressly designed by nature 
for the purpose. Ina sinall cove, protected from the 
wind by a hill on each side, with a never failing stream 
of fresh water for the use of the machinery. “A grea- 
ter portion of the ways are on the solid rock, it having 
been necessary to pile only about 150 feet of the deepest 
portion. ‘They are warranted to support a vessel of 1,200 
tons, which we think will be quite sullicient for the re- 
quirements of the port. ‘The whole of the Plant and 
Machinery, together with the vessel to bring it ont, 
was made by Messrs. Hall, Russell & Co., of Aberdeen; 
and it will doubtless be gratifying to that well-kaown 
firm to hear of the unqualified success of the under- 
taking. 

“The Naruto came off safely on Thursday morning, 
ani the Albion went on yesterday. Several vessels are 
waiting their turn, so'that the financial prospects look 
well, and we predict « brilliant future for the ‘ Naga- 
saki’ Patent Slip.”
